‘T his fall I am trying to organize 
a M other’s W elfare Club among the 
Chinese women. 
I shall use charts 
and pictures, as the Chinese learn 
more rapidly from pictures than any 
other way. There are so many beau­

magazines, 
that

friends can help me so much in this 
work if they will clip the pictures 
and send them to me. 
You have so 
many wonderful helps in education 
there that you do not realize how 
barren the lives of these poor worn.

ed each day so that the money can lie cabled to Japan as raised. 
The disaster is of such magnitude and suffering is so intense 
that no time can he lost. .The American people will answer for 
humanity calls.
